Lithuanian Catholic women with our goals and activities and invite them 
to join our ranks. Our field of action is quite immense...” 

In accordance with the motion accepted at the last convention to 
further Catholic Action, the chapters responded most graciously so that 
donations were made to the St. Casimir seminary in Rome and the Lithua- 
nian Salesian Fathers,-enabling the Alliance to become Honorary Mem- 
bers of both institutions. 

In tribute to Mrs. Mary Vaiciunas, who had resigned as Supreme 
Secretary after 30 years in that office, the Chicago District arranged an 
elaborate banquet in her honor, 

The Scholorship Fund was set up and received an immediate response 
with contributions from the chapters. Heading the Scholarship Committee 
was Mrs. Dale Murray as chairman, and Mrs. Julia Mack, Mrs. Sophie 
Dirzius and Mrs. Virginia Shimkus as members.
